REGINA, April 24.—What bears ali 
the ear-marke of a successful attempt 
by enemy asmpathizers to delay farn:- 
ing operations in Canada has been 
discovered by the Ford Motor com- 
pany, which concern is responsible for 
the turning out of the Fordson tractor 
now being used extensively in the 
West in connection with farm work, 

The information obtained today 
from a reliable source, and confirme1 
by Regina representatives of the Ford 
company, shows that someone, pre- 
sumably an employee at the factory, 
tampered with the tractors before 
they left the East with the resu'c that 
shipments arriving in the West have 
had to be withheld from delivery tuo 
purchasers in order that certain re-~- 
pairs might be made before they cou’ 
be used with successful results. 

Employee at Factory Blamed 

It is assumed that the attempt to 
damage the tractors was carried ov? 
at the factory by some employee 
either with enemy sympathies or act- 
ually of enemy nationality. When the 
attempt was discovered at the fac:ory 
instructions were at once wired to 
central agents and those tractors 
which have arrived in this province 
have been the subject of careful over- 
hauling by representatives of the Furd 
factory from Regina.

Commerce Experts Say Failure 
of Aims Already Are 
Apparent 


WASHINGTON, April 24.— Ger-

“There has been serious bungling in 
high places, profiteering, gross tnis- 


management and intense dissatisfac-

the second chamber consist of two 
sections, the first of 246 persons elect- 
cd by panels of commoners distributed 
in geographical groups, and, second, 
persons chosen by a joint standing 
committee of both houses and num- 
bering about one-fourth of the whole 
second chamber, excluding ex officio 
members, It is recommended that 
the term of office of members of the 
second chamber é¢6hall be 12 years, 
one-third of the members to retire 
every fourth year, their places to be 
filled by election. Peers who are not 
members of the second chamber shall 
be eligible to sit In the commons, If 
it is decided that members of the sec- 
ond chamber be paid, the report rec- 
ommends that payment should be the 
same as that of the commoners, It is 
recommended that the second cham- 
ber shall not be empowered to amend 
or reject financial bills. 

The membership of the second sec- 
tion of the house of lords is fixed at 
81, all being chosen in the first in- 
ftance from the peerage, but subse- 
quently the number of peers in this 
section would be gradually reduced to 
$0, and the remaining 51 seats thrown 
open to non-peers, Clergymen of the 
Church of England, the Roman Cath- 
elie church, the Church of Scotland 
and the Protestant Episcopa! Church 
et Ireland would be eligible for elec- 
tion to the second chamber, the num- 
ber of seats to be allotted being re- 
served, pending the settlement of 
questions affecting Irish representa- 
tion in the house of commons, 

The committee agreed that the 
chamber should not have equal pow- 
ers with the house of commons nor 
should it aim at becoming a rival to 
that assembly. It was agreed in par- 
licular that it should not have the 
power of making or unmaking minis- 
tries, nor enjoy equal rights in deal- 
ing with finance, All possible precau- 
tions should be taken to assure that 
in the reformed second chamber no 
one set of political opinions would be 
likely to haye marked or permanent 
predominance and that the chamber 
should be so composed as not to in-

REGULATIONS FOR 
POOL ROOMS ARE 
MORE STRINGENT 


Provincial Government Passes 
Order-in-Council Setting Out 
New Requirements 


According to an order-in-council just 
passed by the provincial government, 
eertain regulations altering the re- 
quirements for the licensing of pool 
rooms and bowding alleys in the prov- 
ince were made, 

According to the new regulations 
every application for a license shall be 
accompanied by the written recom- 
mendation of thé mayor of the city or 
town, the reeve of the village, or the 
chairman of the board of the muni- 
cipal district in which the proposed 
premises are situate, or of an inspec- 
tor of the Alberta provincial police or 
of a pool room inspector other than 
an ex-ofliclo inspector under the police 
act to the effect that the premises in 
which the proposed business is to be 
carried on are in every respect suit- 
able for the purpose, and that the ap- 
plicant is a person of good repute, and 
one to whom such license might 
properly be granted 

It also provides that no soft drinks 
shall be sold or kept in any pool 
room or bowling alley; no other bust- 
ness of any kind other than the sale 
of tobacco shall be carried on in the 
pool room or bowling alley premises; 
no gambling or game of chance of any 
kind shall be allowed in any pool 
room or bowling alley; the windows 
in such pool room premises shall not 
be obscured so assto in any degree

The warn- 
ing is one which ought to mean 
what it seems to imply. 


Prevented by Criticism. 

The widely advertised necessity 
of importing Chinese labor only 
| vanished with the discovery that 
the public would not stand for it. 
Whoever was behind the campaign 
to admit the Orientals, and what- 
ever the purpose, the persistency 
shown in promoting the idea is 
ground for the suspicion that it 
would have been ‘‘put over’’ but 
for the outburst of public opinion. 
If criticism had been muzzled then 
the result might have been differ- 
ent, 


The First Essential. 

The first condition to the estab- 
lishment of home rule in Ireland is 
that Germany be beaten, If Ger- 
many wins Ireland will be ruled 
from Berlin, ruled more heartless- 
ly than Cromwell ever ruled it, 
and any objections the Sinn Fein 
{orators may have to offer will be 
cut short by a firing squad. To 
people elsewhere it seems strange 
that so obvious a fact should not 
be apparent to people living al- 
most within sight of Belgium, or 
that it should fail to inspire them 
to action to save themselves from 
the like fate, 


The Expedition To Russia. 

The surprising news now comes 
that British and French troops 
have been landed on the Arctic 
coast of Russia to help the Bol- 
sheviki against the Finnish White 
Guards. German forces are sup- 
|porting the White Guards, Ber- 
ilin’s intention being, of course, to 
absorb Finland and secure a port 
on the Arctic. The Allied expedi- 
tion is no doubt designed to frus- 
trate this plan. War is not a time 
to be over-particular as to where 
help comes from so long as it is 
real help, but neither is it a time 
ito stake chances on the fidelity of 
luntrustworthy associates. Aside 
|from a desire to murder and rob, 
the Bolsheviki have not shown 
any defined reason for their orga- 
|nized existenve and activities, and 
the net benefit of the era of anar- 
\ehy they have introduced in Rus- 
sia has gone to Germany. They 
\broke faith with the Allies once, 
jand will no doubt do it again if 
ithe price is satisfactory. Having 
imade treaty with Berlin they are 
lin fact now asking Britain and 
|France to help them make war 
jagainst a country with which they 
lare theoretically at peace. They 
jare altogether too shifty and un- 
jcertain an element to be trusted. 
/It can only be hoped that the ex- 
| peditionary force is strong enough 
|to take care of itself against Dol- 
jsheviki. treachery as well as 
‘against the German-Finnish forces, 
land in that event its security and 
\the object in view would be better 
jassured if the commander were to 
hang: Mr. Trotzky and his friends 
the moment he lays hands on 
them, 


Gambling For World Plunder. 
War finance has long since gone 
beyond ordinary comprehension. 
|It has even reached such propor- 
tions that the figures suggest lit- 
itle to the imagination. But the 
statement of Mr. Bonar Law in 
\his speech on Monday, supplies the 
| basis for the comfortable conelns- 
jion that Britain is financing its 
jwar outlay, while Germany is 
gambling on the result as reck- 
lessly with money as with the 
|lives of men. Britain, he repre- 
sents, is raising enough money by 
|taxation to meet the charges on 
jits war loans, while Germany is 
running behind in interest at the 
rate of £385,000,000 per year. 
{This may not mean that the Kai- 
\ser’s war machine will break 
‘down for lack of funds; the pow- 
jer of the Government might even 
|be sufficient to compel the Ger- 
man people to burn their war 
| bonds, pool their resources, go on 
a socialistic basis, and ‘‘earry on’’ 
|indefinitely, But it does mean 
\that Germany’s war expenditure 
is being piled up asa debt to be 
collected from its conquered ene- 
mies. If Germany wins, we shall 
have to pay its war debt as well 
as our own.

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| Pigs and Patriotism | 


Probably no other of the farm 
animals has so few friends as the 
pig, notwithstanding the fact that 
he is one of the financial pillars of 
the state, as well as the main sup- 
port of mankind when engaged in 
all the more strenuous occupa- 
tions, including that of waging 
war. His substantial value—rec- 
ognized without question when 
he appears on the daintiest break- 
fast table in the form of bacon— 
does not redeem his reputation 
from the aspersions that his espe- 
cial outlook on life and certain 
|limitations of temperament have 
|caused to be cast against his per- 
| Sonality—so to speak. He is ac- 
}eused, amongst many other al- 
leged faults and shortcomings, of 
being dirty—and of preferring to 
|be dirty rather than clean. This 
libelous suggestion against the 
{character of the most valuable— 
judged by results—of all the farm 
animals, cannot be too strongly 
resented. It is true that he does 
not exercise. such nicety of dis- 
crimination in the matter of food, | 
|drink and surroundings as does, | 
say, the horse—the friend com- | 
panion, and helper rather than 
the servant, of man. But to as- 
sert that because the pig has a 
less selective taste in the matter 
jof food or sleeping accommoda- 
|tion than the horse therefore he} 
prefers filth to cleanliness is sim-| 
| ply to state what is not true. It is 
the misfortune of the pig, that 
having the appetite and constitu- 
|tion with which he has been en- 
dowed, his owner and master, man 
trades on his ability to live any- 
where, any how and on anything 
It is the greed of the man, not of 
the pig, that has given him his re- | 
putation for loving filth and fil- 
thy surroundings. The pig can 
live and possibly thrive under 
conditions and circumstances that 
would kill any other farm animal, 
| therefore let those conditions pre- 
vail, ‘‘they are good-enough for 
‘‘nigs.’? This idea is essentially 
wrong, and is frequently bad 
business as well. The outbreaks 
|of hog cholera which have oceur- 
jred from time to time in the vi- 
j|cinity of Edmonton where pigs 
| were kept in especially unsanitary 
conditions, and fed on uncooked 
\city garbage, was the protest . of 
|nature against crimes committed 
against nature—in that case rep- 
resented by the pig. 

Recently the brilliant idea has 
| been started on its rounds that it 
| would help to win the war if the 
householders of Edmonton—and 
lof other cities, of course—would 
‘each keep a pig on their premises; 
|the theory presumably being that 
\the pig so kept would live and 
thrive on the kitchen and table 
| waste of the “household. This 
| brings up a rather large question. 
The whole idea of food conserva- 
|tion is the prevention of waste, by 
the use of thrifty methods in se- 
\lecting, cooking and serving food. 
|There is always some waste that | 
jcannot be avoided. But it is the 
waste that can be avoided that | 
does the harm, The natural tend- 
ency of the human mind is to 
take the easiest way. With a pat- 
riotie pig in the back yard to take 
care of the kitchen and table 
scraps there is every assurance 
|that there will be less economy ex- 
ercised both in kitchen and at 
table than if there were no such 
excuse. Instead of the back yard 
pig being a measure of food eco- 
{nomy in a_ large proportion of 
jeases he would be an excuse for} 
carelessness and extravagance. 

Objection is taken by some peo- 
ple to the presence of pigs within | 
smelling distance in the city. But 
as some one did not fail to say.: 
|‘ What is the smell of a pig sty 
|‘‘compared to the hardships of 
“the boys in the trenches?’’ It is! 
| quite true that people should not 
| be squeanish if and when a patri- 
otic purpose is to be served, But 
has not the pig a right to some 
| consideration in the matter. It is! 
the misfortune not the fault of! 
|the pig, if his habitation gives 
|forth unpleasant odors, The pig 
|is as clean and as cleanly as any 
jother animal, if given the oppor- 
jtunity. The filth of a pig sty is 
because the conditions and  sur- 
jroundings established by the 
greed or heartlessness of the own- | 
er do not permit the animal to live | 
cleanly. Plenty of clean straw | 
for bedding and free range over a 
reasonable area of dry ground 
will enable pigs to live so cleanly 
| that no one need take objection to! 
their proximity, In passing, it 
may be stated that the pig was 
the discoverer of the healing and 
comforting properties of the mud 
| bath, now so strongly recommend- 
}ed for many human ills. Instead 
jof being given credit for a great 
and valuable discovery the finger 
of scorn has been pointed at him; 
and his application of this sover- 
eign remedy has been unjustly 
held to substantiate the acecusa 
tions of love of filth that have 
been levelled at him all down the 
centuries by people who needed

Before a man can enter on his course 
it is necessary for him to make appli- 
cation to the vocational officer and 
give full particulars as to his calling 
previous to enilstment. The necessary 
papers having been filled in they are 
then forwarded to Ottawa, and some- 
thing like six or eeven weeks ara 
allowed to elapse before he is ap- 
prised of the fact that his course has 
been approved. Thon there ts prob- 
ably another two or three weeks be- 
fore he jg in receipt of a check. Dur- 
ing this period many men are, there- 
fore, left without the means of sub- 
sistence, and in the case of a married 
man it is much worse, 

There are instances of men having 
applied for the course, but have tired 
of waiting, and have given up in dis- 
gust and driven to accept employment 
unsuited to then. 

Surely It is hich time that something 
was done by the authorities in this 
matter to remedy this scandalous state 
of affaira.
